The next essential in the cure of tuberculosis is rest. Like fresh 


air, rest must be taken as a medicine by the consumptime. The 
reason for rest is evident, when you stop to think the way the 
g«-rins i>f tuberculosis work. As they destroy the tissues of the luugs ' 
»•<• other parts of the body, they make a wound or s cavity. This 
wound, like a cut on your finger, will not heal if it is being opened 
all the time. To keep the lungs as (Miii-t as possible, rest in bed. or 
in a rec-lining «-hair is absolutely n.-ecssary. The dose of rest you 
take Mill depend on your doctor's advice. He will tell you when you 
can get. out of bed arid when you can exereise and how much. 
But 


first and foremost you must learn to rest, in order to give the luugs 
a chance to heal. 


Besides a good doctor, fresh air and rest, the cure for tubercu- 


losis requires good, wholesome food. 
In normal health, food of 


the riirht kind is very neeessary, but in tuberculosis it is doublv im- 
portant. Food is th>- fuel which heats the body and gives it its 
i-nersry or you miirht almost say '"steam." 
In tuberculosis one 


mi:<d pay special attention to food, beeausij he has to provide fuel 
iiot only for 1h»> ordinary functions of the body, bur he must pro- 
ilch- an additional supply to meet the waste and damage done by the 
genus of the disease. This doesn't mean that you must be continu- 
ifliy stuffing yourself, for if you do that you will ups.et your stomach. 
liovvels. and liver, and you will counteract all the good the food 
might do. Neither does it mean that you must eat just one or two 
kinds of food, such as miili and eggs, which son:v people think ar*> 
a cure for tuberculosis. They are excellent, foods for people who 
can eat and digest them readily, and everv consumptive should try 
!n :i".:uire au appetite for them. But meat and potatoes and bread 
::ml butter and good vegetables and almost ;siy other nourishing. 
-.vliolesome mod ii! plenty of variety are needed also. Don't rely 
on t id-bits and sweets, but stoke your body furnace with food-fxiel 
Ihat will keep it running ii: the best possible order. Your doctor is 
the best one 1o advise on foods. 


And, finally, a last essential in the cure of tuberculosis may be 


summed up in these words: "Don't worry." Keep a hopeful state 
of mind. If you give up and say '"'It's no rise." you will never get 
well, no matter how patiently you follow the other essentials of 
:i cure. Getting well depends for the most part on you. Backbone, 
hopefulness and courage will do more for you than all the doctors 
in the world. 


Just a word as to where to take the cure. Tf you can go to a. 


sanatorium, do so. There are not enough sanatoria for everyone. 
however. So you may have to stay at home arid fight alone. Re- 
member, tuberculosis can be cured if you take it in time and do 
your part.
